RIDICULOUS, SAYS DR. RICE 


American ' Explorer Declares 


Sheador’s “River of Doubt” 
Is the Matpari. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 
LONDON, May %-—Despite Col. 
Roosevelt's challenging attitude, his re- 
port of his discovering a river in Brazil 
is still regarded by geographical au- 
thorities here with wonder if not with 
positive doubt. But the invitation of 
the British Royal Geographical Society 
has been accepted by Col. Roosevelt, 
who will lecture publicly in London un- 
Ger the auspices of the society about 
the middie of June. - 

Then his claims will be subjected to 
acientific investigation. 

Admiral Sir Clements Markham, one 
of the gredtest living authorities on 
South America, was much amused to- 
day on reading the cabled reports of 
the Colonel's challenge yesterday. 
Markham commented to the Post-Dis- 
patch cérrespondent thus: 

“TE eannot speak. of Col. Roosevelt's 
qualifications to issue such a challengs 
Because I do not know him. If he 
found a river it could not be a very big 


one, because there are two large rivers. 


near it. 

Net Encugh Time for Survey. 

“If this river comes down the longi- 
tudinal valley between the Madiera and 
the Tapajos it must have a small catch- 
Ment basin, because there must be hills 
' on every side from where the tribu- 
taries of the Madiera and the Tapajos 
come. I do not see how he can tell 
that the river is 1000 miles long. If he 
means in a straight line, that is non- 
sense, as it would go beyond Matto 
Geosso. If he takes the windings he 
could not have .surveyed them in the 
time he took.” 

On the Post-Dispatch correspondent’s 
inquiring what proofs Col. Roosevelf 
ought to have, Markham replied: 

“He could produce his observations. 
He ought to have taken altitudes all 
down the river every day. Then he 
ought to have got his variations. If he 
has not made any I do not see how he 
can speak so positively. Whenever the 
sky was favorable he ought to hay: 
taken observations of latitude. Longi- 
tude didn't apparently signify so much 
am the river ran north and south. 

“The most important thing is his start- 
tng point, where this 1000 miles began. 
Tassume he does not suppose people will 
Pa his mere word for it. He must 

ow his proofs. One cannot disprove 
befote he has produced his evidence, 
Which must be consistent with astro- 
‘Momical ' observations.” 

Discovered the Matpari, Says Rice. 

_Dr. Hamilton Rice, a noted American 
explorer, says: 

“Let Col. Rocsevelt produce his ob- 
-@ervations, notes and tracings. Maps 
drawn on a blackboard from memory 
are of no value. It is quite possible 
that no map maker has seen his river, 

map makers take their data, 
tracings and observations from explor- 
@rg. who spend months ascending and 
descending very small streams. William 
Chandler; who was the greatest South 
American explorer, spent the best part 
of one year exploring such rivers as 
‘the Tapajos, Jurna, Purni, Maue and 
: axis. He was in South America 
tes 1858 to 1868 and came into associa- 
fon with Agassiz and Spruce. His 
maps are most accurate. 
‘Tt is perfectly ridiculous to say that 
all existing maps are wrong because 
mapped thé Tapajos from its 
, mouth to its source, and Admira! Kel- 
lar carried the syrvey from the mouth 
of the Madeira to San Antonio, I think 
Col. Roosevelt's challenge is ridiculous.

Huerta’s New Ammunition 
Would Not Last Long

VERA CRUZ, Mexico, May 28. 
HE diplomatic question raised 
aT by the Hamburg-American

VERA CRUZ, Mexico, May 2.—The 
fact that the mediators are continually 
moving to adjourn in order that they 


| may be photographed or go to luncheon 


with the Duke of Connaught, does not 
cause the army or navy down here to 
relax. This is true of everybody, but 
especially of the men on the outposts, 
because if anything unexpected and 
outrageous is to happen it is along our 
lines that it is most likely to break 
loose. 

The demand for the surrender of Te- 
jar, the murder of Parks, the firing on 
the airship—all were affairs of outposts, 
so that while the mediators move the 
previous question and adjourn for 
luncheon, the’ man on outpost duty 
never adjourns and never sleeps. As he 
understands it, ‘‘watchful waiting’ is 
sitting on the limb of a tree with his 
rifle across his knees and a telescope 
press@i to his right eye. 

The outposts run from north to south 
In a semi-circle six miles long. Some 
of the posts are guards of two and 
others include full companies. Even 
were the enemy told where on the hills 
are our trenches it would not help him, 
as most of them are so cleverly con- 
cealed he could locate them only by 
stumbling into them. Each is engulfed 
by others and al) by telegraph, by hello, 
or by wigwags, are in touch; nor can 
nightfal] cut off communication for the 
telegraph and field telephone know no 
rest and the electric searchlights with 
automatic cut-offs can flash the S O §S 
call or the assurance that all is well. 

The men on outpost. duty who get the 
worst of it are thuse in the center of 
the sand lots. Their lots are not_happy. 
No one would select the sandhills for 
a picnic. They are without water, with- 
out fuel for making coffee, without 
shade. The heavy sand, in which one 
sinks to one’s boot tops, is alive with 
sand flies, jiggers and lizards. About 
the only growing thing is the thorn bush 
with thorns long and yellow like the 
teeth of a Russian wolf hound. And 
their bite is as unpleasant. On those 
posts vigilance never relaxes. The out- 
guards know nothing of mediation. Their 
orders are under no circumstances to 
commit any act that might bring on a 
conflict with scouting parties of Fed- 
erals, but their orders are also to note 
and report all movements of armed bod- 
les in front of their lines. 

At present it would not be proper to 
state in what directions their vigilance 
extends. To do so, while it might warn 
marauding bands to keep outside lines, 
might defeat the very purpose for which 
they are so splendidly prepared. 
any Federal who thinks that unobserved 
he can creep up on our men is moving 
under a misapprehension. He also is 
moving under the observation of several 
field glasses and gun sights—not with the 
idea of shooting him, but merely to es- 
tablish the range. . 

All ranges are known. The distance at 
which an object is firet seen on any 
trail, railroad or open field is on record 
and at any moment by day or by night 
the secret signal will bring to any post 
along the six miles of tumbling, jumbled 
sandhills the supporters, the reserves,

Lone Sentry Always in Sight. 


The outpost of greatest interest is the 
one on the extreme right at the pump- 
ing station which supplies water to the 
railroad terminus. It is of greatest in- 
terest because it is off this post that 
the enemy most frequently appears. In- 
deed that he should show himself to 
visitors is now so generally expected 
that I have accused Capts. Hughes and 
Hill of disguising one of their marines 
and planting him on the hill opposite. 
Certainly whenever I ride out.to that 
post there is always across the valley 
a man in a sugar-loaf hat squatting 
under two umbrella-like trees. 

Hughes and Col. Walter and Maj. 
Butler swear it is not the same man, 
but a Federal sentry who at regular in- 
tervals they see relieved, but I am sure 
is the srme hat.

At this post the men live in freight 
cars, and as there is no water except

HE diplomatic question raised 
a by the Hamburg-American 
line in supplying ammunition 
to Mexico is considéred by milli- 
tary officers here of greater im- 
portance than the fact that Mexico 
has the ammunition.

VERA CRUZ, Mexico, May 2.—The 
fact that the mediators are continually 
moving to adjourn in order that they 
may be photographed or go to luncheon 
with the Duke of Connaught, does not 
cause the army or navy down here to 
relax. This is true of everybody, but 
especially of the men on the outposts, 
because if anything unexpected and 
outrageous is to happen it is along our 
lines that it is most likely to break 
loose. 

The demand for the surrender of Te- 
jar, the murder of Parks, the firing on 
the airship—all were affairs of outposts, 
so that while the mediators move the 
previous question and adjourn for 
luncheon, the’ man on outpost duty 
never adjourns and never sleeps. As he 
understands it, ‘watchful waiting’ is 
sitting on the limb of a tree with his 
rifle across his knees and a telescope 
press@ii to his right eye. 

The outposts run from north to south 
in a semi-circle six miles long. Some 
of the posts are guards of two and 
others include full companies. Even 
were the enemy told where on the hills 
are our trenches it would not help him, 
as most of them are so cleverly con- 
cealed he could locate them only by 
stumbling into them. Each is engulfed 
by others and al) by telegraph, by hello, 
or by wigwags, are in touch; nor can 
nightfal] cut off communication for the 
telegraph and field telephone know no 
rest and the electric searchlights with 
automatic cut-offs can flash the S O 8 
call or the assurance that all is well. 

The men on outpost. duty who get the 
worst of it are thuse in the center of 
the sand lots. Their lots are not_happy. 
No one would select the sandhills for 
a picnic. They are without water, with- 
out fuel for making coffee, without 
shade. The heavy sand, in which one 
sinks to one’s boot tops, is alive with 
sand flies, jiggers and lizards. About 


‘the only growing thing is the thorn bush 


with thorns long and yellow like the 
teeth of a Russian wolf hound. And 
their bite is as unpleasant. On those 
posts vigilance never relaxes. The out- 
guards know nothing of mediation. Their 
orders are under no circumstances to 
commit any act that might bring on a 
conflict with scouting parties of Fed- 
erals, but their orders are also to note 
and report all movements of armed bod- 
ies in front of their lines. 

At present it would not be proper to 
state in what directions their vigilance 
extends. To do so, while it might warn 
marauding bands to keep outside lines, 
might defeat the very purpose for which 
they are so splendidly prepared. But 
any Federal who thinks that unobserved 
he can creep up on our men is moving 
under a misapprehension. He also is 
moving under the observation of several 
field glasses and gun sights—not with the 
idea of shooting him, but merely to es- 
tablish the range. 

All ranges are known. The distance at 
which an object is firet seen on any 
trail, railroad or open field is on record 
and at any moment by day or by night 
the secret signal will bring to any post 
along the six miles of tumbling, jumbled 
sandhilis the supporters, the reserves,

Lone Sentry Always in Sight. 


The outpost of greatest interest is the 
one on the extreme right at the pump- 
ing station which supplies water to the 
railroad terminus.

Canal Zone; No Damage Reported. 
COLON, Panama, May 28.—No damage 

is reported from the severe earthquake 

recorded at 10:30 p. m. yesterday. Vir- 
tually the entire city is composed of 
wooden frame houses which rocked dur- 
ing the quake.: The shock lasted about 

35 seconds. 

Thousands of the terrified inhabitants 
fled from their houses into the open air.

Kelley Will Appear as Laclede 
and Tierney in the Roll of 
Saint Louis. 


The offictal program of the Pageant 
and Masque was placed on sale by the 
Pageant management Thursday morn. 
ing. One of the first questions asked by 
those who scanned its 48 pages of mat- 
ter was: 

‘‘Where are the Irish?’’ 

There was a long list of members of 
the Swedish National Society, who will 
take part in the Governor Piernas scen> 
of the Pageant. The Italians, the 
Greeks, the Scots, the French, the Ba- 
varians and the Croatians were repre- 
sented by rows of names. But the 
Harp That Once Through Tara’s Halls, 
etc., and the emerald banner nowhere 
appeared. 

When the national groups for the 
World Adventurers’ scene were made 
up, the name of Patrick R. FitzGibbon 
of 2326 Mullanphy street, former City 
Register, appeared as leader of an 
Irish group. 


“Paddy Fitz,” as he is genially 
known in political circles, notified 
the officials of the Pageant that he 
would be pleased to muster @ gruup 
to stand for the “ould sod.” But 
later, when he familiarized himseif 
with the cast of characters, he 
changed his mind, it was expla’ned 
at headquarters Thursday. An offi- 
cial of the Pageant, speaking of the 
matter, said: 

“Mr. Fitzgibbon saw that the prin- 
cipal part in the Pageant, that of 
Laclede, was to be taken by a man 
named Kelley, and that the chief 
part in the Masque had gone to a 
man riamed Tierney. eH saw, also, 
that Joseph A. Murphy was cast for 
the part of Mississippi in the Masque 
and as the Prophet in the Pageart. 

“He also noted that J. K. Kane was 
to be La Salle, that Harry M. Walsh 
was to be Mr. McGunnegle, and that 
G. M. Finerty and Harry Whelan were 
scheduled to make a lot of noise in the 
Indian scenes and T. D. Cannon was 
scheduled to give Gen. Lafayette the 
glad hand. He saw Pierce Killian set 
down as leader of a big group from St.

“ ‘What's the use”’ he said, “or words 
to that effect.

Disposal of the Mississippi and 
Idaho Suggested to Senate 
by Daniels. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—A plan for 
disposing of the battleships Idaho ani 
Mississippi to a foreign power for just 
what the United States paid for their 
construction, was laid before the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee today by Sec- 
retary Daniels. 

Greece is understood to be the nation 
negotiating for the Mississippi and the 
Idaho. The United States has never 
before sold battleships to a foreign 
power, although it has condemned them 
and afterward sold them without arma- 
ment. 

The ships have been in commission 
since 1908. The Mississippi cost $5,8332,- 
000 and the Idaho $5,894,000. 

Secretary Daniels explained to the 
committee that while he expected to get 
about. $12,000,000 for the two ships he 
would be able to make up the $14,000,000 
needed for a new dreadnaught by econ- 
omy in other lines. 

Mr. Daniels told the committee that 
while the Idaho and Mississippi were ef- 
ficient ships for harbor defense, they 
were not modern enough to go into line 
of battle. 

While the name of the nation nego- 
tiating for the purchase was kept close- 
ly guarded, it was said Greece is anx- 
ious to put her navy more nearly ona 
footing with urkey, which recently 
bought a new d dnaught built for Bra- 
zil in an English shipyard. The propo- 
sal for the purchase came from Greece. 

Mr. Daniels’ proposal met with the ap- 
proval of a majority of the committee 
and an*’amendment embodying the plan 
was prepared fer presentation to ths 
Senate.

The muster- 
roll of players to appear in the per- 
formance was declared to include ‘170 
of America’s Greatest Dramatic Stars 
and 50 Other Star Players.”’ 

The plain truth must be stated that 
the ‘‘goods’’ were not delivered on this 
basis. The promised galaxy of ‘‘170 
of America’s greatest dramatic stars’ 
shrank woefully in the seeing. The “3 
other star players’’ were not visible to 
the naked eye after that eye had vainly 
strained to discern the brilliant 170 prin- 
cipal stellar lights. 

The several players of anything like 
foremost distinction who actually came 
into view on the Olympic stage were 
Wilton Lackaye, Maclyn Arbuckle, 
Thomas A. Wise, De Wolf Hopper, An- 
drew Mack, Frank Lalor, Frank McIn- 
tyre, Charles E. Evans, William Far- 
num, Henry Woodruff, Digby Beli, 
Bruce McRae, Edwin Stevens and Wil- 
liam Elliott. : 

These more prominent names on the 
program must needs be accepted as rep- 
resenting the ‘170 of America’s Greatest 
Dramatic Stars,’’ so emphatically spot- 
lighted in advance of the performance. 

Among the announced players, play- 
wrights and others who did not make 
their promised appearance in St. Louis 
were David Belasco, David Warfield, 
James O'Neil, Augustus Thomas, Wil- 
liam Collier, George Broadhurst, J.

10 START CHARTER 
CAMPAIGN MONDAY 


Citizens’ Body Expected to’ Have 
on It Representative of 
Every Interest. 


CANVASS TO BE THOROUGH 


Every Effort Will Be Made to 
Arouse Voters’ Interest in 
the Instrument. 


The campaign for the proposed new 
city charter will be started Monday with 
a meeting of the "New Charter Cam- 
paign Committee, comprised of 100 citti- 
zens representing every civic, political, 
labor, municipal and business organiza: 
tion and interest in St. Louis. 

The personnel of the committee has 
not been announced, but a plan of cam- 
paign has been prepared by the Joint 
Charter Conference, of which Frank P.

Baldwin secretary. 

The president and secretary of every 
organization in St. Louis which has ap- 
proved or will approve the charter dur- 
ing the campaign will be included in the 
committee. 

There will also be representatives of 
the four political parties—Democrats 
Republicans, Progressives and Socialists. 
Several strong labor leaders have con- 
sented to become members of the com- 
mittee, and it is said that the direct leg- 
islation people have selected a group of 
strong men to represent them in the ad- 
vocacy of the charter. 

First Meeting at City Club. 

The first meeting of the Campaign 
Committee will be at the City Club, 
where Crunden and Baldwin will turn 
over control of the temporary organtza- 
tion. The committee will decide where 
its meetings will be held, will arrange 
for a headquarters and_= secretaries. 
Daily meetings will be held. 

A vigorous campaign to popularize 
the charter will be waged. The com, 
mittee realizes that it is difficult to get 


] a large portion of the people to study 


a document like a city charter. For 
that reason analyses of the charter, 
comparisons of it with the present char- 
ter, and interviews showing how the 
new charter will improve conditions will 
be published. 
Strictly Citizens’ Committee. 

The Campaign Committee will be 
strictly a Citizens’ Committee. The 
business interests of the city will have 
no more representation on the commit- 
tee than the labor interests. There will 
be several negro members of the com- 
mittee, whose duty it will be to arouse 
an interest in the charter among the 
negro voters. 
The Real Estate Exchange, Thursday 
afternoon, will have a special meeting 
to discuss the charter. Selden P. Spen- 
cer, member Of the Board of Freehold- 
ers, will explain the interesting fea- 
tures of the charter. It is expected 
that the real estate men will indorse 
the charter, and enter actively into the 
campaign for its adoption. 


“HONOR MEN” ESCAPE 
FROM CONVICT CAMP 


Four Illinoisans First to Violate 
Trust That Leaves Them 


Unguarded in Camp. 

JOLIET, Ill., May 28.—John Murphy 
and John Burte, “honor men,” as con- 
victs in unguarded road working camps 
are styled, escaped from Camp Dunne at 
Starved Rock today. With Ole Olson 
and Phil Rourke, ‘‘trusties,’’ who Satur- 
day left the unguarded prison farm, they 
are the first Illinois convicts to violate 
the trust placed in them. 
Their departure was easy. While their 
companions slept, Murphy, 29 years old, 
from Will County, and Burte, 42 years 
old, from McLean County, stole from 
their beds and walked away. Both 
were serving indeterminate sentences 
and could have have expected their lib- 
erty in a few months.

NEW JERSEY FORBIDS 
MALT CONCERNS’ MERGER 


Court Says Scheme to Issue 
Stock Below Par Would 


Be Unfair. 

TRENTON, N. J., May 2% —Justice 
Swayze, in the ‘Supreme Court today, 
upheld the Board of Public Utilities in 
refusing to approve a merger of the 
American Malt Corporation with the 
American Malting Co., two of the larg- 
est malt concerns in the’ country. 

The Court found that the scheme- of 
merger involved the issue of stock for 
less than par, which would be unfair 
to the holders of preferred stock of the 
malting company. 

The Court sustained the right of the 
Legislature to require the approval of 
the Board of Utility Commissioners as 
a condition precedent to the merger. 
The malting: company’s attorneys will 
appeal to the Court of Appeals.

Attorney - General Says . He 
Doesn’t Expect Paper Rail 
Stockholder Owns to Back 

Him, 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 28.—Attorney- 
General Barker gave out an interview 


*] today answering criticism of his suits 


against the rahroads to make them pay 
back. excess fares collected. from pas- 
sengers and shippers under the 2-cent 
law. 

“T do not expect a man with large 
railroad stock holdings to give me the 
support of a newspaper owned and con- 
trolled by him in this fight between the 
railroads and the people,”’ said Barker, 
“but I will.make him and all other 
stockholders in those railroads, which 
collected excess fares from the people 
of this State, refund every cent of the 
money which the Supreme Court has 
said does not belong to them, but does 
belong to the people who paid it.’’ 

Barker was referring to the St. Louis 
Republic and its owner, D. R. Francis. 
Intends to Keep Up Fiirhkt. 
“The railroads claim I have no right 
to sue them for the money in the name 
ofthe State,’’ he continued. ‘I con- 
tend that the State belongs to the peo- 
ple and the people share in every cent 
of money turned into the State treasury. 
They do not share in the-profits of the 


railroads. Be 
“The Missouri Legislature passed h 


law sayfhe the railroads should carry |. 


Passengers for two cents a mile. The 
Yrailroads enjoined the law, saying it 
was unconstitutional. The people of 
Missouri appealed tv the Supreme Court 
of the United States and that court said 
the law was constitutional, and that the 
railroads had no right to charge in ex- 
cess of two cents. 
Cites Supreme Court Ruling. 

“Now the railroads have no title 
to this money collected in excess of 
2 cents. It belongs to the persons 
paying it and not the railroads. I 
have sued for all these people who 
paid this, ‘end it is natural that the 
railroads complain at my representa- 
tion of these people, because they 
know they must give .this money 
back. But they think they can scare 
the individual passenger, keep him 
from suing and thus keep the money. 
. “Now the Supreme Court has held 
that the railroads are not entitled 
to this money, but it has been asked 
what will become of the money where 
no claim is made or proven. Shall 
the railroads keep it or shall it go 
to the State? Clearly, it does not 
belong to the railroads and they 
cannot in any event keep it. 

Believes Claim Can Be Proven. 
‘If there are no claimants, of 
course it goes to the. State treasury. 
However, most people can prove their 
claims by affidavit; they do not have 
to have receipts, for freight claims 
prove themselves, 

“The railroads have no title to this 
money, and no matter what is said or 
done, iatend to keep up the fight 
until ey pay back every dollar of 
money which the Supreme Court has 
said they collected illegally. 

“No one can defend the raflroads in 
their attempt to keep this money, 
which does not belong to them, and 
they are going to have to pay back 
every dollar of it. We want justice. 
Every individual has to pay his debts, 
then why not,;the railroads? They took 
our money illegally, now they must pay 
it back.”’

. What is there about this bill that jeorardizes 
the general welfare of the country? Something 
must be done to counteract the universal dis- 
trust of railroad investments caused by Frisco, 
New Haven, Pere Marquette and other spoliations. 
Could anything be less inopportune than legisla- 
tion that will make railroad securities more sale- 
able? Will it “stagnate business” to enable trans- 
portation to obtain the capital advances from 
whose denial, even when exorbitant interest rates 
are offered, 86 many roads are now suffering? 
The second bill creates an Interstate Trade 
Commission of three members to take over duties 
now performed by the Bureau of Corporations. Its 
mission is to ascertain facts. It is designed to put 
trust busting, one of the most informal and reck- 
less of out-of-door sports, on a scientific basis. 
Its most drastic provision relates to the nature of 


|| the reports to be submitted by trade corporations 


with not less than $5,000,000 capital. What legiti- 
mate B. M. L. line of trade ie menaced by a provis- 
fon removing all doubt about its being legitimate? 
How can business be unsettled by a measure 
placing it on a more settled, dependable founda- 
tion? Would the league have protested as vigor- 
ously if the proposal were for the creation of a 
Roosevelt commission in partnership with politics 
for price-fixing? 

By the third bill, discriminations ae to price, 
refusal to sell to responsible persons seeking to 
buy and the holding by one corporation of stock 
in another are penalized, but only when the pur- 
pose is to establish monopoly. It aleo forbids 
interlocking directorates in certain cases and 
regulates the issuance of injunctions. It is to be 
passed in fulfillment of these pledges in the Bal- 
timore platform: 

We favor the declaration by law of the 
conditions upon which corporations shall be 
permitted to engage in interstate trade, in- 
cluding among others the prevention of hold- 
tng companies, of interlocking directorates, 
of stock-watering, of discrimination in price | 
and the control by any one corporation of 
so large a portion of industry ase to make 
it a menace to competitive conditions. 

Experience has proven the necessity of a 
modification of the present law relating 
to injunction. 

To call this “legislation along new and untried 
lines” requires assurance. Practically all of its 
more important provisions are already embodied 
in the laws of many states. Indeed, a valid criti- 
cism of the third bill is that changes in condi- 
tions and fuller interpretations of the Sherman 
law—presumably also “new and untried’”’—have 
rendered certain of its features unnecessary. 

Attributing to these wise measures a mis- 
chievous character they do not possess is deplora- 
ble. They are without any harmful possibilities 
to be compared with those for which the league 
is responsible in helping at a late hour, when 
their passage is practically assured, to spread er- 
roneous impressions as to their effect on business 
which it will require time to remove. 
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Even if new sweet corn from Texas is a little 
steep in the St. Louis market at 10 cents an ear, 
it does not have berry-box bottoms that can be 
shdved up to the top.

LAW ENFORCEMENT OR NOT? 

The letter of Interstate Commerce Commission- 
er. McChord, written in response to Lewis Cass 
Ledyard’s suggestion that others be allowed to 
reply to Mr. Mellen’s statement, is significant. 
After stating that subpenas had been issued for 
Mr. Ledyard and others, the letter continues: __ 

Since then, however, developments have- 
been such that the commission has deemed it 
advisable to withdraw the subpena heretofore 
served upon you, and you may take th‘s letter 
a8 cancellation of the subpena so that you 
are relieved of all compulsion as to being & 
witness in this matter. Should you desire to 
appear voluntarily, waiving all immunity by 
the testimony you may give, you may 80 ad- - 
vise the commission and: the question of your 
being a witness will then be determined. 

This is a clear hint that the administration 
shares the Post-Dispatch’s view that action on the 
New Haven scandal ought not to end with a mere 
inquiry to obtain material for Congress, but: 
should end in court. 

Calling off all witnesses, except Mellen, indi- 
cates that Attorney-General McReynolds has 
gained his point when he protested against giving 
the ex-officers of the New Haven immunity baths. 


{It foreshadows prosecution. 


But in issuing his protest against further testi- 
mony in the Now Haven case, because the wit- 
nesses might gain immunity, Mr. McReynolds as- 
sumes the obligation to prosecute, if there are 
legal grounds for prosecution. He must, at least, 
thoroughly examine the law and the evidence 
with this object in view. 

The Attorney-General has not hitherto shown 
the slightest disposition to enforce the criminal 
law against trust magnates and corporation of- 
fenders. He has not executed President Wilson’s 
personal guilt rule. 

In the case of the St. Loufs Terminal, whose 
directors stand condemned of violation of the 
anti-trust law and who are now violating the 
law and defying the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court, Mr. McReynolds has not acted. 
He pas refused to act. 

Is the law to be enforced or not enforced? What 
is to be the record of the Wilson administration 
on this vital question? 

PLOWERS FOR POTTER’S FIELD. 

It has well been said that the poor best aid the 
poor, and the announcement that the Brotherhood 
Welfare Association will collect flowers to place 
on the graves of the unnamed dead in Potter's 
Field. bears out this belief in a touching manner. 

Who lie out there in the well-tilled, never- 
undisturbed clay of the field dreaded by the sick 
poor? Soldiers who have fallen in the greatest 
battle of all, the fight for the survival of the fit- 
test. But, because they fell, shall they be for- 
ever “unwept, unhonored and unsung?”

SLAYER TO DIE; 18 
FIRST IN Ta YEARS 


Italian Boardinghouse Keeper 
Convicted of Killing Man 
With Knife. 


IN SPECIAL DEATH CELL 


Guarded in Former Keeper’s 
House at Sing Sing Awaiting 
Execution in July. 


NEW YORK, May 2%-—For the first 
time in 15 years in this city a woman 
has been sentenced to death, in the 
County of the Bronx. Justice Vernon M. 
Davis has declared that Mrs. Madelina 
Ferola, 45 years old, who kept a board- 
ing house at 529 Morris avenue, the 
Bronx, must die in the electric chair in 
the week beginning July 6, for stabbing 
to death Carmello Canestrano on the 
Park avenue bridge at 149th street, on 
Dec. 29, 19138. 

Mrs. Ferola declared she could not 
speak a word of English, although 
James A. Donnelly, Assistant District 
Attorney, who did most of the work in 
prosecuting the case, asserted that she 
had answered him in English. The death 
sentence was translated to her by an 
Italian interpreter. 

Special Death House at Sing Sing. 

A special death house has been ar- 
ranged for her at Sing Sing. It is the 
old home of the late James Connaugh- 
ton, who was principal keeper of the 
prison. Three matrons from Auburn 
Prison are guarding her while she is 
awaiting the result of her appeal to the 
higher court. 

Nathan D. Levy, her counsel, said he 
would take the case to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, if necessary, 
but declared he was confident of a re- 
versal of the verdict. 

When Mrs. Ferola was brought into 
court she was dressed in a black skirt, a 
white shirtwaist and a white shawl. She 
paid little attention to what happened. 

Timothy Duane, Deputy Sheriff, and 
Miss Minnie Flaherty, matron of the 
county jail, stood by Mrs. Ferola as the 
interpreter told her what the Judge's 
words meant. When Mrs. Ferola was 
asked if she had anything to say con- 
cerning why sentence of death should 
not be imposed she shook her head. In 
Italian she said: ‘I have not done any. 
thing.”’ 

Daughter’s Testimony Against Her. 

Levy announced that Mrs. Ferola had 
asked to see her daughter, Mary Ferola, 
11 years old. Justice Davis instructed 
Donnelly to see that the child was sent 
to her. This child identified the carving 
knife which Mrs. Ferola plunged int») 
the heart of the man who had jilted 
her. 

A great crowd gathered in front of the 
county jail and saw the condemned 
woman’s daughter led into the anteroom 
of the court. For nearly an hour Mary 
was permitted to talk with her mother. 
The child could not understand why her 
mother had been kept away from her 
and what was the reason for the long 
ride in the automobile which stood ‘at 
the door of the jail. 

Farewell to Son Is Pathetic. 

The child was weeping because, as she 
told a friend, her mother had said ‘‘so 
many good-byes.’’ Mary, after her fare- 
well kiss, was taken to the home of a 
friend by Sheriff O’Brien. He returned 
afterward to accompany Mrs. Ferola to 
Sing Sing. 

As Mrs. Ferola took a seat in the auto- 
mobile, her son, Rafael Ferola, 22 years 
old, sprang from the crewd into the ve- 
hicle. Mother and son sobbed cheek 
against cheek. 

“Adieu, mamma!’’ the young man cried 
repeatedly. Little was heard from Mrs. 
Ferola. Finally Sheriff O’Brien gently 
tapped the young man on the back. 
Ferola understood, and with a shriek he 
kissed his mother again and then ran 
through the crowd. His mother, over- 
come, dropped limply into her seat. 


Death Cell Arranged in Former Prison 
Meeper’s Home. 
OBSINING, N. Y., May 2%.—When 
Mrs. Madelina Ferola arrived in Sing 
Sing Prison, Warden Clancy was ab- 
sent. Her room was not ready for oc- 
cupancy, and mechanics were drillin; 
holes in the walls for the iron bars. 
She was taken into the priva'e office 
of Warden Clancy and’ remained ihere 
while convicts prepared her room. Frin- 
cipal Keeper MclInerny sent for his ais- 
ter, Miss MciInerny, who acted as an 
attenGant until ‘the regular matrons 
were appointed. 
When Mrs. Ferola reached her room 
she’ was almost in a state of collapss. 
but soon recovered. Her room is cost)y 
furnished, has a red carpet on the floor 
and is connected with a bathroom.

The 
clubs of the National league, of the 
American league and of the minor 
leagues have suffered, or will suffer 
before the season is over, $1,000,000 in 
lost playing assets, increased payrolls 
and diminished receipts. 
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Cheap at Any Cost. 


N order to get the Federal league 
| out of the way it would take a cash 
outlay of at least $1,000,000 in the 


matter of purchase money. It is 
doubtful if the eight clubs’ properties 
could be bought for this sum.

End of the Joyride? 


RGANIZED Baseball is still pro- 
fessing to see the end of the 
Federal league joyride; but this ap- 
pears to be merely due to its usual 
lindness. While the gasoline holds, 
the Fed gait will be maintained, prob- 
ably; and there's lots of “gas” back of 
Ball, Stifel, Weeghman, Ward and the 
other moneyed men of the new league. 


The Doomed City. 
HATEVER else eventuates, the 
elimination of Kansas City from 
the big leagues seems certain to result. 
The loss of money, due to the distance 


of Kansas City from the rest of the 
circuit, is not the chief source of worry. 
The one-day haul to Kaysee would only 
cost the entire league about $8000 for the 
season. But the extra day in time is 
something of more importance. The city 
is not equipped in big league style and 
is not apparently drawing good paying 
houses. It’s not logically located with 
reference to the rest of the circuit and 
the word is out that it will be the first 
city to go. 


Three Clubs Crowd the City. 


T would not be surprising to see St. 
Louis go, along with it, if a compro- 
mise with Organized Baseball is ever ef- 
fected. John T. Powers, who organized
